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The Bank of Madras, in an adaptation of Hindu 
style built in red brick and grey granite. Madras is 
not so much a town as an agglomeration of villages. 
They are linked together by wide, open, tree-shaded 
roads, flanked by gardens and meadows. The 
English have been in this neighbourhood longer than 
anywhere else in India- 
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
